They will find too many 
rien trying to get a living out of mining, and 
j perialistic machinations. 


debtors is very much like declaring for the per- 
manent ham-stringing of Europe and perman- 
ent peril to civilization. That, of course, is not 
in Senator Capper's mind. He is a progressive, 
and undoubtedly would rejoice to see peace and 
prosperity restored in Europe. But he seems 
not to realize the essentials of the situation. 


Europe's capital—the surplus by which 


only new industrial developments can be cre- 
ated for the enhancement of civilization and 
the increase of income (paying debts, too) — 
was blown up in the war. Capital is the first 
necessary tool in rebuilding the wealth-produc- 
ing plant. The only considerable reservoir of 
capital left in the world is in the United States. 
To point to these facts is not to argue for can- 
cellation of debts. 
The bills we hold against 


European nations are honest bills, for which 
we need not apologize in expecting payment. 
If Europe does not pay them, our taxes must. 
Not cancellation, but a reasonable spirit of co- 
operation in helping Europe with our resources 
to regain earning power, so that the nations 
can pay their bills, seems to most students of 
world finance the logical solution. 


To cancel our debts would be a soft-heart- 


ed, sentimental and extremely expensive ex- 
periment probably resulting in nothing much 
more than renewed opportunity to crafty Eur- 
opean politicians to indulge in perilous im-

up cost?. The backbone of the labor troubles 
in the mines will be readily traced to the clam- 
or of men for steady work, and the effort of 
operators to limit production so that the mar- 
ket v/on't be swamped. 
In the last few years 


these thing? have come to be commonplaces of 
public knowledge. 


But what'? to be done about it—there's the 


rub. The important duty of the fact-finding 
commission is to make recommendations 
to 


congress for a remedy. And to find one they 
will have to go to the root of the prevailing 
conditions of the industry. To devise a means 
of conciliating mine labor troubles, for 
in- 


stance, will be far short of a remedy. What 
must be done is to find some means of prevent- 
ing labor troubles and mining coal at a rea- 
sonable cost to the consumer. 


How are the surplus miners to be absorb- 


ed into other industries'.' The government has 
no power to say to individual men who have 
trained themselves to dig coal "you—and you— 
arid you—forget your trade and do something 
else." The government has not the authority 
to say to coal operators who have invested their 
money in a mine "shut up this mine." The min- 
er might possibly find himself another job in 
the course of time, altough he would have a 
right to kick at being forced to lose the value 
of his experience. And the only way for the 
mine-owner to get his money out of his coal 
mine is to dig out and sell the coal. Recom- 
mendations as to re-organization of the coal 
industry must take into account what is fail- 
treatment to men who have spent their lives 
and their earnings in learning the trade and 
developing the properties. 


The fact-finding commission has one of the 


biggest jobs before it the government has ever 
undertaken. It's duty is less to set up a regu- 
latory machinery, which is familiar govern- 
ment territory, than to produce a constructive i 
plan that will revolutionize one of the oldest 
and most important industries of the country. 
It's no work for peanut politicians, and when 
President Harding names the commission it is 
to be hoped he will place no limits on his con- 
sideration of the biggest economists, best busi- 
ness brains and wisest statesmen the country 
can produce.
